own California Senators, to look with 
indifference, if not with positive hos- 
tility, upon legislative measures de- 
signed to benefit Southern California. 

Gen. Vandever’s constituents, know- 
ing and believing in the man, wil] be 
slow to conclude that he is doing 
less than his duty by them; and 
the brave old man deserves to have 
his hands held up by the people whom 
he is engaged in faithfully serving.

First Street Hill. 


First street is the only east and west 
thcroughfare in Los Angeles which ex- 
tends from the other side of the river 
to west of Main street.

It is to be hoped that one of the two 
schemes will be pushed to completion 
without delay. First street is verr 
rapidly growing in importance—is be- 
coming more crowded every day—and 
a western outlet for its travel is 
urgently demanded. |

The history of the missions, and their 
successful management of the Indians all 
through this country, conclusively shows 
that only fair treatment was requisite to 
insure barmony between whites 
and Indians.

Facing 
the Pacific Ocean to south, with the 
Santa Ynez Mountains and their foothills 
and mesa lands for a background, makes a 
grandly beautiful picture.

Lying 20 miles to the south of the city 
are the Channel Islands, which serve to 
shield the harbor from all severe storms, 
and thus insure smooth water. The city 
now has a population of 8000, largely com- 
posed of the native Spanish and Mexican 
element. These people have not the en- 
ergy and push of our people of the East, 
et a better disposed people I have never 
nown. You will not meet people better 
behaved, more courteous and polite on the 
streets of any city in the land than are the 
people of Santa Barbara. I think its social 
status is the best of any city in California. 
You will find as good hotels here as any- 
where and plenty of them. The streets of 
the city are as Sa as are the 
streets of our own utiful Kalamazoo, 
There area great variety of shade trees 
here, but by far the principal portion are 
pepper trees, which-are said to grow larger 
and finer here than anywhere else. There 
is a wonderfully large variety of trees 
and plants here, yet strangely very few 
are native to California. it is said the 
ter ion come from Australia. 
fs wonderful how rapidly and thriftily 
everything grows here. Fuschias and ger- 
aniums which we keep in little pots at 
home attain enormous proportions. I saw 
a fuschia a few days since 20 feet high, 
with astalk or body four inches in diame- 
ter; also a geranium, the spreading braches 
of which are 140 feet in circumference, and 
a century plant, the flowering stock of 
which is eight inches in diameter at the 
base, and I should judge 50 feet in height, 
upon which were thousands upon thou- 
sands of flowers. Last month is said to 
have been the cd!dest January in the bis- 
tory of Santa Barbara, yet we had straw- 
berries, oranges and all kinds of flowers all 
through the month, and still have them. I 
was shown a Marchiei Neil rese-bush a few 
days since which had grown 10 inches in 
the last eight days. The thermometer as I 
write stands at 70°. Fuelis very dear 
here. Meats, groceries, dry goods, boots 
and shoes, are about the same in 
rice as with us. Finishing lum- 
r is about the same in price as in 
Michigan, and is very tine, being chiefly of 
redwood. The common grades of ordinary 
lengthsare about double the price of similar 
grades in. Michigan, but extreme long 
lengths are cheaper. The finest timber, 
yy seantling, etc., 1 ever saw anywhere 
sto be found all along this coast, being 
brought from Oregon and Puget Sound. It 
resembles our Norway pine, but is harder 
and stiffer.

Something Better Than a Fortune— 
The Heritage of Happy Home 
Memories—Precept and Example— 
Obristian Home. 


We all of us desire to leave an inherit- 
ance for our children. We work and toil aod 
deny ourselves many things in otder that 
our children may have a competency when 
we are gone. But I have been thinking to- 
day of a priceless heritage that every par-. 
ent may leave iheir children, if they will— 
the heritage of happy memories, of noble 
example, and of exalted character.

Exploits of Daniel Boone—The Ger- 
man Immigration—The Old State 
‘Capital—A Manefacturing Town 
on the Missouri River.

St. Charles, Mo., was intended by the 
sturdy pioneers who first built their cabins 
on the banks of Big Muddy to be the com- 
mercial and manufacturing metropolis of 
the great West. The fond hepes of these 
early settlers were never realized, but to- 
day the site of the cabin of Blanchette 
Chasseur is covered and surrounded by a 
city whose name is synonymous for enter- 
prise and thrift. It is too near St. Louis to 
ever become a great commercial city, and 
the’ substitution of the railway for the 
steamboat wl send trade past its doors, but 
it isa manufacturing center of no small im- 
peers and it will with each year grow 

arger and wealthier, and its well-to-do and 
hospitable people will never regret that 
— planted their vines and fig trees in its 
widst. In the matterof historical associa- 
- tions and thrilling stories of early days, St. 
Charlies will always be recalled in connec- 
tion with the stories of the vanquished Ca- 
hokia and the almost forgotten Kaskaskia.

of St. Charles, but the accounts practically 
4 that Pierre Bianchet e, or, as he was 
better known, a8 Blanchette Chasseur, 
meaning ‘‘hunter,” was commissPmed by 
the Spanish Governor of Upee Louisiana 
to establish a post where the present city 
stands, and that after a stormy life he set- 
tled down therein 1769-and diedin 1:8. 
The district of St. Charies, at the time of 
Bianchette’s becoming its first civic and 
military Governor, was an unbroken wilder- 
ness, irhabited by wild beasts and wiider 
Indians. Blanchette bad with him but a 
very small following, and the growth of the 
pease was small, not over adozen bouses 

pg built upto 1791, and they were but 
tempo huts, erected for the use of the 
commandant and other attachés of the post. 

The first American to settle in St. Charles 
county, and, in fact, the first pioneers of 
what is now the State of Missuri, were 
members of the family of Daniel Boone. 
That old Kentuckian came to Mis- 
souri in 1795 and settled in Darst Bot in 
the Femme Osage district, and his log 
cabin, built on the banks of the creek of 
that nane, is still in existence. When 
patent by Goebel of St. Charles a 

ew years ago it was in a tumble~<iown con- 
dition, and the artist was forced to drive 
several hogs out of it before he could pro- 
ceed with his werk. 

Daniel Boone’s son, Daniel M., had pre- 
ceeded him from Kentu almost a year. 
and located in the Darst Bottom. The old 
hunter, baving lost his lands in the old 

nweaith by reason of a defective 

title, and being practically homeless, con- 
cluded to come west and settle in the new 
country, of which he had received most 
giowing accounts. He lived quietly, hunt- 
ing and exploring the wilds, unti) the year 
1800, when he was made commandant of 
the district at Femme Osage, with civil and 
military jurisdiction. Im those days the 
settlers, confident of the future of the coun- 
try, made baste to secure a title to lands oc- 
ecupied by them. ‘These grants were made 
on the most trivial pretext; Boone was 
eg 10,000 arpents of lands on condition 
at he would induce 100 families from Vir- 
inia and Kentucky to settle in the Terri- 

This condition 
he fulfilled, but having failed to secure the

then a resident of New Orieans, his claim 
was afterward deciared invalid. With two 
the family of Buone settled in 
St. Charies county. In the summer of 1820 
Boone, while on a visit to the home of his 
son Nathan, located on Femme Osage 
creek, was taken sick and . The old 
stone house is not far removed from the 
ola log cabin, and is still standing ina good 
state of preservation, The remains of the 
venerable pinoneer were taken to what is 
now Warren county, and buried by the side 
of his wife, who had died seveu years pre- 

where they rested until in the sum- 
mer of 1845. when, by consent of the sur- 
viving or, they were.exhumed, along 
with those of his wife, and conveyed to 


Frankfort, Ky., where they were buried | 


with honors by the dignitaries of tke State. 
The Indian wars and massacres which at- 
tended the early settlement of Missouri oc- 
curred principally in St. Charles county. 
Here the rangers were raised, and it was in 
this county that Black Hawk made his first 
efforts against the whites, exploits which 
culminated in the memorable Black Hawk 
war. The early villagers, who were engaged 
for the most part in agricultural ss 
were allotted by theGovernment a lot 120x 
feet French measure in the field for a resi- 
dence, anda field at convenient distance 
for farming purposes, These fields were 
one arpent in length by forty arpents in 
width, or about thirty-four acres. Each 
farmer was entitled to one or more of these 
farms, according to the size of his family or 
his ability to work them. ‘These enclosures 
were called common fields, and the name 
will still be found on the maps of the coun- 
ties, settled in the early French and Spanish 
d The theory of the peculiar shape ef 
the farms is that it gave aun opportunity for 
the settlers to work close ther as a 
safeguard against attacks y ndians. In 
addition to this, as indicated in reference to 
Boome, grants were made by the Governor 
to individuals without pecuniary consider- 
ation, “An estimable gentieman,’’ so says 
Campbell’s Gazetteer of Missouri, “now 
ogeupies @ tract which was originally 
granted to a man who stated in his petition 
te the ‘Governor’ that ip his nion, the 
people of the country were suffering for the 
want of peach brandy, and that he was very 
desirous of supplying that lack by

and making the brandy, The Governor in 
his ahswer very cheerfully admitted that 
the people were in need of a good brandy, 
aud he might have added himself, and he 
gtanted the petition. The same person 
afterward obtained an additional nt on 
the grounds that the first tract given him 
was all prairie land, and that Ee needed 
some timber with which to furnish fuel for 
hie distillery.” These lands were very. 
crudely surveyed, generally bordering upon 
& watercourse, with the result that they 
were iaid out in all sorts of eccentrie lines. 


The old map of the pen A looks like the. 


ground plan of a crazy-quilt. These grants 
were of various dimensions, ranging from 
100 arpents upto an enormous tract nine 
miles square, or 5760 4g hy witness the 
Arend Rutger survey on the banks of the 
Dardenne creek, now a favorite sniping 
and ducking ground for some wealthy St. 
Louis sportsmen. St. Charles county was 
organized in 1803, after the Louisiana pur- 
chase, and then embraced ali the territory 
lying between the Missouri and Mississippi 
rivers. Howeard county, organized in 18 16 
was the first county taken off of a tract 
which extended toward the 
north. They were a primitive set, those 
old pioneers, with vague ideas of govern- 
ment, itisreiated of an old fellow that 
once, being appointed a judge of election, 
and being unable to read the certificate 
which thrust the temporary honor upon 
him, he claimed that “once a judge always 
a judge,” and he continued to act.as a 
justice of the peace, settling all the quarrels 
of his neighbors, without money, or price, 
until the day of his death. The German 
immigration set in to St. Charlies county in 
tem fe 1895 by an intelligent German named 
au y an intelligent German nam 
Gottfreid Duden, who had travelea extan- 
sively in the wild West. The Berlin socie 
ofneariy 100 souls jlecated in 1838. Wit 
them came members of the Millinkrodt 
ron! since so extensive in the State, and 
Arnold Krekel, now of the United States 
came @ year r, headed by Hon, 
Fred Sruench. Since that time German im-

In the mass of reminiscences of early set- 


tlers, the older citizens of St. Charles 
eounty stil! tell stories, many of them un- 
doubtedly apocryphal, about 
A FAMOUS CHARACTER, 
named Gen. Burdine. The stories sre 
en them as the General told them. One 

y he shot a buck and killed him so dead 
that heremained standing in his track 
and the General did not know how true ha 
been his aim until, walking up to the ani- 
mal, he pulled him over by the ear. On 
another oecasion, while hunting on the 
Cuivre River, he espied a buck feeding on 
the grass, and in the tree above was a fine 
turkey. The General was armed with a 
singie-barreied rifle. He did not want to 
lese either the deer or the turkey, so he has- 
thy dropped.in an extra bullet. He aimed 
atthe turkéy and fired, but, quick as a 
flash, dropped to his knee. ‘The first bullet 
winged the turkey, the other pierced the 
heart ofthe deer. In wading through a 
stream to get his game a number of fine fish 
got caught in the seat of his buc«skin 
trousers, and he went home with fish, fowl 
and game enough to last him several days. 

The war record of St, Charles county is 
an extensive one. Her people were promi- 
nent in the Biack Hawk, Fiorida and Mex- 
ican wars, and when the civil war broke 
out there was a sufficiently Jarge number of 
loyal Germans in the county to prevent the 
enlistment of troops for the southern army. 

JUDGE ARNOLD KREKEL 
was colonel! of a regiment of 1300 men. The 
southern element’ called it “Kreket’'s 
Duteb.” Charlies county furnished 2000 
troops to the Union cause, and was never 
under southern control after the affair of 
Camp Jackson. 

St. Charlies was the home of the Hon. Ed- 
ward Hempstead, the first Congressions!l or 
Territorial Delegate from Missouri. There 
were but five counties in the State then. 
The influence of the St. Charies members 
was sufficient to secure for the city the seat 
of government after the adoption of the 
State Constitution. The Legislature met 
for the first time in St. Charles in 1520 and 
for five years thereafter, the seat of govern- 
ment being transferred to Jefferson City in 
1826. There is some doubt existing in the 
minds of the people of St. Charles today as 
to the location of the buliding in which the 
Legislature met and where the affairs of 
State were conducted. Some point out a 
buliding at the corner of Main and Clay 
streets, but the preponderance af testimony 
points toan old two-story stone house on 
the east side of Main street, two doors from 
the corner of the street running along the 
south tine of the courthouse. 

Mr. Thomas 8S. Cunnin oceupies the 
oldest known house. It is atthe northeast 
corner of Main and Clay, and is interesting 
as being a fac-simile of the old Spanish 
Governor’s mansion, which was torn dewn 
afew years ago. 

THE COMPLETE HISTORY 
of St. Charles county could not be given 
in the limits ofa newspaper articie. it is 
the story of reclaiming the wilderness from 
the red men, and of men made great by 
their opportunities. St. Charles city was 
first incorporated in 1809, but no records of 
its affairs are found antedating 1515. 
Again, there is a record of a trustees’ meet- 
ing in 1825, and there is another lapse of 
five ;ears. In 1849 the town was incor- 
porated as a city, and the taxbooks of that 
year show an assessed valuation of $192,270. 
I'he growth has been steady ever sinc 
and now exceeds §2,000,000. ‘The principal 
manufactory enterprise is the car works, 
which employ 700 men. Until recent 
there was a la woolen mill, which 
closed temporarily. There are two well- 
known flour mills, three ¢arriage factories, 
a hominy mill, two breweries, six dealers 
in agricultural implements, eight dry 
goods stores, four hotels, three banks, 
seven lawyers, eight doctors and 17 saloons 
among the industries. 

St. Charles is well supplied with news- 
papers. The St. Charles Cosmos (which 
was established under that name in 1868, 

y dates back to 1837), the St. Charles 
News and the Demokrat. There are lodges 
of Masons, A.O:U.W. and Iron Hall estab- 
lished, and the Odd Fellows own by all 
odds the finest building inthetown. It is 
located midway between the City Hall and 
the courthouse, a venerable structure, St. 
Charies does not bvastof a daily, on ac- 
count of its contiguity to St. Louis, One of 
the novel street scenes is presented by J. B. 
Dugan, an enterprising newsdealer, who 
delivers the Globe-Democrat each morning 
throughout the city by means of a contriv- 
ance which he calis the “Dugan carriers’ 
ideal poney and cart service.” It was in- 
augurated om October 17, 1887, and was one 
of the most agreeable surprises to the peo- 

je, who are awakened each morning by the 
—— sleighbelis attached to his horse’s

Among the famous spots to visit in St. 
Charies aré the old Chouteau mansion, 
sitvated in St. Louis county, four miles 
from the ferry, the Siamese Forest (twins), 
located two miles from town, while on mat- 
ters of pride she oe to her great bridge, 
her pumerous churches, her fire .depart- 
ment, Lindenwood Seminary and the Con- 
vent of the Sacred Heart.

San Bernardino Canned Tomatoes. 
{Sen Bernardivo Times.j 

The total amount of tomatoes canned in 
this county last year was 2,817,048 cases of 
two dozen cans to. the case. In 18386 the 
output was 2,368,700, showing an Increase of 
nearly baifa million cases in the season 
we closed. The pack of last year was the 
argest since 1 Curling which season it 
ameunted to 2,343,579 cases. The average 
consumption for the United States and 
Canada is about 2,500,000 cases. Of the 
States where this business is followed to 
any extent, New Jersey takes the lead, with 
625,995 cases. Maryland, Virginia and 
Pennsylvania are put together, with 963,648 
eases to their credit, California comes 
next, with 274,200 cases. This is almost 
double the amount packed the preced- 
ing year, when the total was only 141,- 

cases, But wheo the capabilities of Cal- 
ifornia soll as a producer of tomatoes are 
considered, the wonder is not that the out- 
put should have been doubled, but that it is 
not four times as large as it isat present. 
The tomato wers of the East have not 
one-quarter of the advantages possessed by 
those of California. Here there are no late 
frosts to kill the young vines and no early 
ones in the fall to cut off the supply of fruit 
atan untimely date. In some localities 
tomatoes will ripen the year round. Why, 
then, should net California supply the 
United States with the greater jon of 
tomatoes in cans, and even furnish a good 
surplus for exportation?
